Signatures 

Campaign for 

Refugees 

Continues 



As the campaign to obtain signa- 
tures to the petition for the per- 
mission of refugees from racial and 
political prejudice to enter Canada 
starts its second week, the Student 
Refugee Committee at McGill an- 
nounces that it has, to date, re- 
ceived some six hundred signatures 
through student efforts. This num- 
ber is made up of the signatures 
on completed forms only, and since 
many students have partially filled 
forms still In their possession a 
complete record ot the progress of 
the campaign on the campus is not 
yet obtainable. ' 

The Student Refugee Committee 
was formed when six campus clubs 
decided to join In support of the 
petition "and to organize a cam' 
paign which ' would cover the 
campus systematically and give 
every student the opportunity of 
signifyjng his approval of the 
petition by signing it." Those clubs 
consisted of the Student Christian 
Movement, the Avukah, the Stu- 
dent Labour Club, the League of 
Nations Society, the Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship and the Cos- 
mopolitan Club. 

News received from the Univer- 
sity of Toronto tells of a special 
branch of the National Committee 
on Refugees which has been set up 
there under the official sanction ot 
Dr. H. J. Cody, president of the 
university and the Students' Ad- 
ministrative Council, the student 
governing body. More than 400 pe- 
titions are in circulation on the Var- 
sity Campus, and desks eauipped

To Show Movies 

Target For Tonight 
Is Main Feature 
On Program 

At five o'clock this afternoon two 
documentary films will be shown 
In Moyse Hall under the auspices 
of Uic McGill Film Society The 
projected films are "Target For To- 
night" and "Clouds." The presen- 
tation is open to all students, and 
there will be no admission charge. 
It was announced. 

The first film, 'Targets For To- 
night," was the first documentary 
film to çct top- billing at a big 
Broadway theatre, the Globe Thea- 
tre, and it was held over for a 
third smash week. 

The film, according to a state- 
ment Issued by the Society. Is an 
account of an actual air raid on 
the German city (of Frcihausen by 
the bomber command of the RA.F. 
It shows every step taken in the 
raid, the inspection of photographs, 
the staff planning, the preparation 
of the bombers and the take-off. 
Then the camera goes with the big 
Wellington bomber known as "F for 
Freddie" and the actual bombmg of 
the objective is photographed. 

"The film' has a high dramatic 
quality as; story, and it sturpasses 
any news-reel in showing how real 
war-f.Tro is conducted. Every per- 
son in the film is a member of the 
R.A.F. performing his every-day du- 
ties." 

"As most of the film. %yas shot in 
action, it is exciting and realistic in 
the extreme. Only afterwards Is 
the audience likely to become aware 
that it has experienced a close-up 
view of actual modem far-fare. It 
is well worth while seeing." 

The second film on the program- 
me "Clouds" is a film dealing with 
natural phenomena, and how clouds 
help in forecasting weather cnudi- 
tions. "It should prove intcreslmg 
to those who wish to learn how Mr. 
Weatherman is able to tell when it 
is going to rain jpr snow or shine."

Many Spectators Turn Out

R.C.A.F. Trims Navy in Opener

Tlie hsrd-figliting McGill Gridders concluded their season by 
bowing to the experienced VcicUiii Crad.s in tlie Q.R.E.U. fmnle. 
Playing on a muddy, rain-sonkcd field, the teains piit^on^ajfino 
performance "for the small crowd. The game was'a ïce-saw stra 
glo with the L'siio in doubt till the last play. In the end the Grada 
w.ilked off the field with a win, nil points being scored by 
rouges. The lo.«s leaves McGill in fourth place in the final slRnd- 
iiigs, directly behind the Na\y team. The Air Force clinched 
fiiît place ill the opener by defeating Navy 14-2, while Grad* 
ended in the nuiner-up position by virtue of their win. 

From the beginning both 
teams went all out for a win. 
The game developed into one 
sustained drive after another, 
with neither team threatening 
the others goal line veiy seri- 
ously. A large amount of first 
downs were gained by both 
teams, but the defense usually 
tightened inside Its own territory. 
Honors were evenly divided in 
plunging, kicking, and passing. Mc- 
Gill's Fitzpatrick and Williams 
staged a fine kicking duel with the 
Grads vaunted Dagleish and Ed- 
wards. Johnny Dixon and Fraser 
Farlinger turned in fine perform- 
ances ripping through the Grad 
Line for plenty of yardage, while 
starry Alex Macrcc showed up well 
with some flashy end runs and 
beautiful passes. The line turned 
in another standout game, with 
Mann, Little, Tepner, Smythe and 
Young playing good games, ' For 
the Grads,' Ted Edwards was virtu- 
ally a one man team, plunging., 
passing, and kicking with equal 
ability. Dagleish aixi Acheson also 
starred for the Verduhites. 
- In the first quarter, a few min- 
utes after the start of play, the Red 
machine started rolling. Starting 
on their own 23, the Redmen, spark- 
ed by Dixon, ripped of three first 
downs in quick succession to bring 
the ball to the Grads 38. They were 
finally stopped, and Williams at- 
tempt to kick a rouge Just failed. 
From then on, the ball remained in 
Grads territory for the remainder 
of the first quarter with neither 
team making much headway. Once 
more during the first fifteen mhi- 
utcs, the Grads were almost rouged, 
but Just managed to get out. 

At the start of the second quarter, 
it was the Grads turn to start mov- 
ing. Starting on their own 15 yard 
line they drove right up to the 
middle of the field with Ted Ed- 
wards carrying the ball on prac- 
tically every play. They were 'soon 
stopped, however, and the ball see- 
sawed around the middle of the 
field. With a few minutes left to 
play before half-time, McGUl fum- 
bled a Verdun kick and the Grads 
recovered on the McGill 30. A pass 
and a plunge brought the ball up 
to the McGfll 16.

Every student, 
hearkening back to his Freshman days, can 
recall the striking figures in tlic Red and 
White sweater coats and white flannels 
who first introduced liiin to social life at 
McGill. Tlicy sliowcd him the ropes, gave 
him kindly guidance while ho found his 
feet, and protected him from the boisterous 
exuberance of the uppcrclassmen. This is 
the first introduction of all of us to the 
• work of the Scarlet Key. 

It would appear that to speak of 
"work" in such a connection is ridiculous. 
As far as we can sec, all these lierocs-of- 
the-Frosh have to do is a little enjoyable 
bouncing of their classmates, in return for 
which they arc free to have a good time 
themselves. THcro is, however, another side 
to the story. The Scarlet Key men have 
plenty of work to do in the way of organ- 
izing and supervising. They manage the 
Molson Stadium, perform' the duty of 
ushers at all University activities, and 
tur;t out to represent ^IcGill and be of 
service to any visitors to the University. 

They constitute the only society repre- 
senting the whole student body whose duty 
it is to deal with the public. This makes 
them unique, and gives them a heavy 
quota of responsibility ih upholding the re- 
putation of Old MeGill. ^lembcrs of the 
Key therefore require more than a hand- 
some profile or an amiable manner in the 
job they arc elected by their fellows to 
perform. A keen sense of responsibility, 
some organizing ability, commcnsensc and 
a certain amount of personality seem to us 
to be the very least of necessary qualifica- 
tions for such a post. 

There is a tendency to regard Key men 
as merely tho mostï popular men in the 
eyes of their fellow-studcnta. Undoubtedly 
many of them arc popular, but we hope 
this is not the sole cason thcywere select- 
ed to be the sample students before the 
public eye. Tliere arc, as wo have pointed 
out, other qualities more significant in tho 
long run than tho ability to make oneself 
pleasing to others. There should be no lack 
on this campus of capable men who can 
retain tho confidence of the wfi'olo student 
•body in tho certainty that they will en- 
hance the good name of the University. Re- 
sponsibillly and popularity, however, arc 
by no means always the same thing. 

Let us see if we can elect a Key which 
will keep up the standards of the society, 
atid bé at the same time a crédit to their 
alma muter, the inspiration of the Frosh, 
and tho envy of all eyes at every univer- 
sity function. 

Election to tho Key is a groat honour 
for any man. Onl^ thirty-fivé men each 
yéar are chosen to represent the entire stu- 
dent body, and those who accept the posi- 
tion must l-eallzc that it entails much more 
than the glamour of wearing a sweater- 
coat. Thinkî then, before you nominate Or 
vote for the man who is next year to be 
lYOUR representative in the ranks of the 



'The Daily' Interviews: 



B. K. Sandwell

It was only natural that B. K. Sandwell, 
editor of , {'Saturday Night" and formerly a 
member of 'the Economics Department at 
MeGlll, should talk of the refugee question. 
It was uppermost in the thoughts of both 
of us. In mine, because I had Just come 
from the midst of the campus war being 
fought to decide whether or not the student 
body of McGiU was In favour of giving 
fleeing refugees a home In Canada. In his 
thoughts, because he had already given so 
much of his energy and help to tho cause 
of the men without a country. Only that 
morning, he had arrived from Winnipeg 
where he had been speaking in support of 
the petition. He was to speak at the People's 
Forum in Montreal that night, and the fol- 
lowing morning he was leaving for King- 
ston where he was to address the students 
at Queen's University. 

"For me, this is essentially a moral ques- 
tion," he began as we seated ourselves In • 
the lobby of the University Club. "There 
arc many economic and social reasons why ' 
we should give these people sanctuary, but 
I think the moral one the most Important." 
❖ • ❖ <• 

I decided to bring up .some of the argu- 
ments that were current on the campus lo 
see how he would answer them. 

Thinking of an objection that I had 
heard that very day, I ventured: "There 
seems to be some suspicion that there is a 
subversive group oFpolltlcal party who are 
trying to get these refugees into the country 
to further their cause.'' 

This amused him. 

"I can't see how any political party 
could use the petition for their purpose, 
and I certahily don't know of any trying 
to." 

"How about the old labour and capital 
dispute?" I asked. 

"Now, there's a point which ought to 
convince anyone there is no group behind 
it. Important members of both these sides 
.are in favour of allowing the refugees in. 
If anything, you would think that the 
capitalists had the most reason for sponsor- 
ing it, but the two important labour con- 
gresses ore all out in favour of the peti- 
tion. No, I don't see how any economic 
group could be using the petition." 

"What do you think the basic cause çf 
the opposition to the refusées?" I asked 
him. 

"Fear,' 'he answered immediately. "Fear,. 
I have been watching .public opinion in 
Canada for fifty years and never have I 
seen people so afraid ot the future." 
<• ❖ •> 

Mr. Sandwell spoke quietly but firmly. 
How different from the newspaper editors 
of fiction who swore, tore their hair and 
had the manners of a boer, was this calm, 
somc-what tired, white-haired man! He 
looked straight in front of him as he talk- 
ed, think all the time. 

"Perhaps tho most hateful thing under- 
lying the anti-pctitlon feeling," I suggested, 
"is the anti-Semitism." 

"Yes," he agreed, "and that too is a part 
of this national fear I was speaking of." 

"Take England, for example," he con- 
tinued, "England with |all her food and 
shelter shortage has taken some 150,000 
European refugees. You sec, England is a 
very old country,, and she has enough faith 
in her institutions and government to be- 
lieve that they will not be disrupted by the 
entrance of even that large a number of 
refugees." ^ 

"Do you think Canada has done less for 
refugees than other countries?" 

"Very much le». That is whyiCanada^ 



cannot expect any other country to help 
those at present in Portugal and Spain un- 
til she has done her share. And it no one 

helps these people, what's to become of 
them? It has been suggested because of the 
large percentage of Jewish people involved, 
that they go to Palestine, But those who 
suggest such a remedy forget two things. 
They forget that by the famous White 
Paper concerning the entrance of the Jews 
into Palestine, only some 10,000 or 15,000 are 
permitted to enter It each year. And sec- 
ondly, they forget that the last Jew who 
may enter Palestine must do so by March, 
1044." , . 

"There is some belief that Canada can-

not support ? largo population," I re- 
marked. 

"That is ridiculous. I do not know how 
many people Canada octually can support 
I doubt if anyone docs. Stephen Lcocock— 
I don't know whether he was serious or 
not— suggests that it can hold a population 
of 250 million. In any case, there's no doubt 
that it can easily hold twice its present 
population.' It has plenty of tmdcvelopcd 
natural resources, and it has plenty of 
space. I fail to sec how twelve million 
people think they can keep half a continent 
to themselves, when the rest of the world 
is so crowded." 

'"Do you think Canada will benefit cul- 
turally from the refugees?" 

"Yes, definitely," was his reply. "Pro- 
bably one of the reasons is (as has been 
witnessed too by tho refugees already in 
Canada) that these people will make 
sacrifices few others are willing to make 
in Older to give thcif: children a university 
education. And that is something for which 
they are to be greatly admired."

AVhen asked about tho editorial policy 
of "Saturday Night/; he replied that It was 
impartial as far as labour and capital was. 
concerned. 

"We print nrllcles presenting both sides 
of tho question, as long as they arc well 
thought-out and well-written. But wc do 
take a stand when any cause we consider 
just requires it ... as for example that ot 
the refugees which we are supporting 
whole-heartedly."

AT THE PALACE 

Rarely indeed docs a Broadway success 
achieve a literal translation from Its original 
medium to that of the screen— a fault ol tho 
West-Coast colony orising partly out of care- 
lessness and partly out of deliberate intent.

Dear Sir,— 

While our soldiers are " fighting 
and dying hoping some day to re- 
turn to their liomcs, happiness, and 
employment, many students who 
for one reason or another, have 
avoided service arc doing their best 
to increase the soldiers' hardships 
by having 10,000 potential positions 
filled by refugees before the ces- 
sation ol hostilities. It seems as 11 
those who are advocating the pol- 
icy are those who have very little 
personal Interest in the struggle 
and by the time it is over they ex- 
pect to bo established in business. 
Their worries are .iover^^j^t for 
those who must returiftyCanada it 
is a dillcrcnt story. There is going 
to be a mad scramble for Jobs, and 
it is feared that there will be an 
insuflicient number to go around. 
Why then should we make it more 
difficult for our fighting meii by 
allowing the entrance of these 
refugees? 

In the United States, reliable 
sources fear that it will take sev- 
eral years to demobilize their army 
In order to insure employment for 
all, and it is reasonable to expect 
that although the position may not 
be as serious here in Canada, 'a 
similar situation will arise. It 
would be an unforgivable mistake 
to postpone demobilization. Surely 
our boys don't expect this sort ot 
treatment. 

The Canadian National Commit- 
tee of refugees states that Refugees 
in Canada have employed Cana- 
dians and thus arc helping our ef- 
fort. This is a convincing argument, 
but again we must turn our eyes 
to the post-war period ol expan- 
sive industry and insufficient de- 
mands brought on by high taxes 
and lower wages. The lower wages 
will be a result of the surplus of 
workers.' 

The least we can do is to con- 
sider those who protect us. Human- 
itarlanlsm is a wonderful thing, but 
first we must look after our own. 

The Editor, McGill Dally. 
Dear Sir: 

In answering the call for support 
issued by the nCw. organization that 
Is being formed on the campus, I 
would like to add some constructive 
advice. 

1. Since the organizers of this or- 
ganization want to popularize their 
ideas among ihe students and want 
to form themselves Into a .'Bloc*. I 
suggest that they call themselves 
the 'Populaire Bloc'. Many people 
judge an organization by its name 
and I am sure that this name' would 
imply the nature of the organiza- 
tion. 

2. the members of the organiza- 
tion should wear black, brown or 

silver shirts. This Is very necessary, 
for it would show the students how 
rapidly tho èrganization was grow- 
ing.. 

3. Since those groups on the cam 
pus who are supporting the pett 
tion to allow refugees into Canada 
have the moral support of such 
great men as the late Sir Robert 
F.ilconer and Mr. B. K. Sandwell, 
I suggest that the 'Populaire Bloc' 
immediately enlist the aid of such 
great men as Mr. Duplessls and Mr. 
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Arcand. This Is' also very necessary, 
for with such great names backing 
It, tho reputation of the organiza- 
tion would be greatly enhanced. 

4. A meeting should be called at 
once and the members begin an in- 
tensive study of 'Mpln Kampf. This 
book is one of the most unique 
works ot literature that this cen- 
tury has prodticed, and in it the 
members will find many ol their 
Ideas and aspirations greatly ela- 
borated and more fully discussed. 

5. Lastly but not least, I suggest 
that Mr. Allan Thomson immedi- 
ately be made president of the or- 
ganization,, before his conscience 
begins to bother him and he signs 
the peUtlon. 

Speaking of Mr. Thomson, I read 
his most interesting letter in the 
Dally and I would like to state 
some ot my Impressions. 

From what I gather, it seems that 
Mr. Thomson thinks that Canada 
will bo the only country with a 
post-war problem and a problem 
of rc-establlshhig her returned sol- 
diers. The governments of Great 
Britain and Russia must have real- 
ized the immensity of these prob- 
lems when they allowed 230,000. 
and 2,000,000 refugees Into their 
respective countries. Perhaps these 
governments have an ulterior mo- 
tive for so doing. Perhaps they 
have perfected processes in which 
they dissolve refugees in acids and 
make bullets from the refyltlng 
solution. (Hitler use^i the murdered 
bodies of his victims to make glue 
and other products.) Perhaps this 
might account for the sudden change 
of the war in our favour. 

Mr. Thomson bases his greatest 
argument on the fact that he' wishes 
to see the returning soldiers com- 
fortably and decently settled. ThU 
Is strange in the light ol the fact 
that the fathens and brothers and 
sisters ot these very men, acting 
through their unions and labour 
rcprescntaUvcs have expressed their 
desire to allow these refugees into 
Canada. Perhaps they realize that 
in the problem of re-estabUshing 
the retiring 600,000 men, 7,000 or 
10,000 or even 15,000 refugees 
(many ot these are women and 
children) will make. but a neglig- 
ible difference to the problem as a 
whole. Mr. Thomson also docs not 
realize that after this war It will 
be up to us and the other \inlted 
nations to put Europe and much of 
Asia on their feet again. The In 
dustries representing 200,000,000 
people In Europe have or will be 
destroyed., also there are OOO.OOO,' 
000 people In Asia who have never 
had any Industries. II we set our 
selves wholeheartedly to the task 
of helping \hese people, and the 
Allied nations havo pledged them- 
selves to do so, surely wc should

McGill Doctors 
Discover Sea 
Sickness Cure 

'Magic' Capsule 
Stops Malady; 
Search Goes On 



Among the discoverers of the cure 
for sea sickness "which promises to 
be an Invaluable aid for sçldiers and 
civilians alike" are two medical 
men closely associated with McGill, 
Dr. W. J. McNally and Dr. Wilder 
C. Penfield. Other members of the* 
group conducting the research are 
Dr. S. Stuart and Surg. Capt. C. H. 
Best. R.C.N.V.R., co-discovérer of 
Insulin. 

The work on the first phase of the 
research, that of finding the cause 
of the sickness, was carried out in 
Montreal and in Toronto. In Mont- 
real, the tests were carried out in 
the laboratory of Prof. J. B. Collip, 
"eminent McGill biochemist," under 
the direction of Surg. Lt. Fields, 
Or. R. Noble, and Surg.'Lt Bruce 
Campbell. Drs. McNally and Stu- 
art meanwhile reviewed all- that 
had been done on the subject of 
seasickness from 1880 on. and tabu- 
lated their findings regarding its 
cause, prevention and cure. 

Then came a series of tests con' 
sisting of a blood analysjs of 
"guinea pigs," before and after 
being made seaside. In Montreal 
a group of world famous neuro 
surgeons were experimenting with 
the balance mechanisms in the ear. 
Also In Montreal, Dr. A. Cipriani, a 
graduate of McGlH in Engineering 
and Medicine, was building an 
electrically driven roller see-saw, 
which filled a' room 20 by 35 feet. 
In this machine a . man could be 
thrown up and down through a 
space of 12 feet while being tossed 
from side to side. 

In Toronto, the experiments had 
produced a new compound which 
prevented sickness of subjects be- 
fore the swing trials. Then Lt. 
Comdn Sillers and Surg.-Lts. Fields 
and Parker were assigned to give 
it the sea trials. 

The compound, as it is used now, 
is in the form of a pink capsule, 
and is taken two hours before going 
on board. It has been stated, how- 
ever, that experiments are being 
continued -In the hope of creating 
a perfect remedy. The present cap- 
sules, it was said, would be dli-

"Three most significant words 
for young people and old are 
the words, peril, prayer, and 
power," declared Dr. J. A. 
Johnston, minister of West- 
mount Baptist Church, at the 
I.V.C.F. Fireside on Saturday 
night. 

Using as an illustration the 

case of Peter, who, cast into 
prison, was awaiting execution 
by Herod, the speaker pointed 
out that Peter was in grievous 
physical peril. His Christian 
friends prayed without ceasing 
for his deltveraince. At the 
elcycnth hour, a messenger was 
sent by God to release him and 
he was set free. 

"Today many young people 
arc in grievous moral peril and 
they are missing the greatest op- 
portunity of life," stated Dr. 
Johnston. 'This privilege is 
of becoming a disciple of Jesus 
Christ." This is an age of drift- 
ing over a moral cataracL We 
are also in peril of life and 
death without Christ. 

The speaker said that Just as 
in the case of Peter, the group 
was driven to persistent prayer 
on his behalf, so the realization 
of this present peril will drive 
us to prayer. We may • be 
brought to deliverance as was 
Peter by the prayers of friends. 

In conclusion, Dr. Johnson

material. It was built to enclose 
the old Academy building which 
stood South-east of the present 
University Hall. With the addition 
of two wings the Hall was 150 feet 
long. Students supplied their own 
fuel, and measured the temperature 
in the rooms by the thickness of 
ice in the water pails. On Dec. 2, 
1877, the building was destroyed by 
fire. Tho day after the fire the 
citizens of Wolfville met and sub 
scribed money for a new Hall. 
The second building was also de- 
stroyed by fire in 1920 and from 
1021 to 1925 Acadian students were 
without a college Hall. Graduation

have no trouble about employing 
people. After all, if we don't want 
wars in this world, we should be 
just as ready to bring peace to It. 
Isn't that what wo arc fighting for? 

Mr. Thomson quotes Mr. Church- 
ill as saying that he was not made 
the king's minister for the purpose 
of liquidating, the British Empire. 
Then in the same breath Mr. Thom- 
son goes on to say that since most 
of ■ the refugees are Jews (I have 
read no official Statement to that 
effect) therefore it is suggested that 
those working for the petition re- 
organize their attack against the 
British policy of closing Palestine 
to the Jewish people. Anyone can 
see that the first statement is the 
direct antithesis of the second. In 
other words, what Mr. Thomson is 
trj-Ing to say in a very subtle man- 
ner is that he is willing to support 
any movement whereby these refu- 
gees could be settled in any other 
country but Canada. 

Mr. Thomson then goes on to tell 
us about raped and tortured China. 
If he was aware of the facfs he 
would know that the very people 
who are now working for the peti- 
tion are those who were tho first 
to protest against this outrage; these 
people protested against the policy 
of appeasement at the time when 
democracy was fighting for Its life 
in Spain; they protested, but their 
cries were unheard in the general 
chaos of greed, desire for power, 
and self-interest. 

In conclusion let me say tliat 
there w«s undoubtedly a great deal 
of feeling of sympathy for :the un- 
fortunate people of Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and Austria just before our 
entrance into this war. I suppose 
that Mr. Chamberlain and the mem- 
bers of his government were no 
exception to this attitude. However, 
I cannot help but feel that if Mr. 
Chamberlain had acted Instead of 
sympathized, the problem of rcfu 
gees might never have arisen.

il am one of those who have not 
signed the Refugee Petition. There- 
fore I suppose I am .to be labelled 
as inhimfian, non-Christian, self 
centred nationalist, and the like. I 
do not propose to continue the ar- 
gument on the subject. That has 
done quite a bit of barm already, 
and created a lot of ill will on the 
campus. I propose merely to state 
why I have not signed- the petition. 
Like many others, I have been sub 
jcctcd to considerable pressure. To 
please certain friends I might quite 
easily sign and let It go at that— 
whether I really believed what I 
was doing or not. However I haven't 
signed because: 1, I am not con 
vinced that to sign the > petition IN 
ITS PRESENT FORM Is the RIGHT 
thing to do. 2, Because I have a 
feeling that some group is using 
this or intends to use this petition, 
for other than strictly humanltari 
an ends. 3, The petition is not spe- 
cific enough. 

Regarding the personal criticism 
levelled at those who have not st^n 
ed; I feel that I am as deeply con 
cemed about human suffering, and 
need as the majority who are' sign- 
ing the petition . . .* especially the 
many who are doing so under près 
sure or persuasion. 

The refugees in question are flec' 
ing from religious and political per- 
secution—which is temporary. Do 
not the Allies intend to establish 
freedom from all such persecution? 
Do we believe such promises? It 
so, then those same refugees would 
some day be free citizens in their 
native lands. But, you say, that 
won't be much good to tlic refugees 
of today, who will be dead if we 
do not act soon. Quite so. 

Therefore,' I .would advocate the 
admittance into this country with- 
out further delay, all the refugees 
whom it is possible for us to save. 
I would advocate that this country 
be a sanctuary for all those who arc 
victim^ from the Nazi terror .... 
BUT THAT AFTER THE ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF THE JUST PEACE, 
THEY SHOULD BE RETURNED 
TO THE LANDS OF THEIR BIRTH

Therefore, 
by all means let us rescue what 
refugees we can, and quiclîly . . . 
But on the understanding tliat after 
the war they shall return to their 
various - homelands . . . now free 
from persecution . . . there to build 
and prosper. 

For If there be freedom, what 
does it matter if the soil under ones 
feet Is Canada, Germany, Poland. 
Russia, France. Italy, etc. . . . Our 
Canadian soldiers will be glad to 
return to their hdmeland after the 
war. >Vhy not the refugees? . 

To save the oppressed and suf- 
fering now is the pressing need. 
We want to save them and bring 
them^ hero, even if it does cause 
us some inconvenience. A differ- 
ently worded petition (as suggested 
above) would serve that purpose 
well and gain 'real voluntary sup- 
port. Make Canada a sanctuary '. . . 
by . all means, but not a poUtlcal 
dumping ground.
